Mystery benefactor’s cash to help families

A MYSTERY benefactor has 
saved Christmas for struggling 
Haverhill families. 

An anonymous donation of 
£2,000 was made to REACH 
Community Projects, a char¬ 
ity that tackles poverty in the 
town, earlier this month. 

At least half of the cash is set 
to be given to local families 
who otherwise would not be 
able to afford Christmas fes¬ 
tivities. 

Henry Wilson, projects di¬ 
rector at the charity, said staff 
did not initially realise the do¬ 
nation was quite so large. 

He said they realised when 
a report about their donations 
came through: “It said: ‘£2,000 
has been donated into your ac-

count.’ We thought: ‘What?’ 

“We are really thrilled. This is 
just amazing.” 

The money will enable the 
charity to give a boost to strug¬ 
gling families for Christmas. 

Mr Wilson said: “We are lit¬ 
erally just compiling a list of 
people who we know could re¬ 
ally do with say £100. That will 
really make a huge difference 
to Christmas as a family. 

“A lady came in last week 
saying: ‘We’ll just have beans 
on toast for Christmas’. Her 
family have a benefit cap, she’s 
on her own. 

“She said: ‘I’ve told the 


kids we won’t do anything for 
Christmas this year’. 

“I said: ‘Don’t worry, we’ll 
sort the food out’. It’s that kind 
of family that we come across 
that the government calls ‘just 
about managing’. [The money] 
will make a huge difference.” 

The cash handouts will come 
on top of around 100 Christ¬ 
mas hampers that REACH is 
giving out. 

Mr Wilson is also hoping to 
give out bags of clementines to 
families for Christmas, and is 
asking residents to donate the 
citrus fruits. 

“They’re full of vitamin C 
and it’s a traditional family 
pastime - you used to have or¬ 
anges and nuts in stockings.”

Homeless given 
free festive cuts

A HAVERHILL barber has 
given up his time to provide 
free haircuts to homeless 
people. 

Lee Mainland, 30, has 
been working in barbers’ 
shops since he was 15. 

He currently divides his 
time between the Mr Bar¬ 
ber’s in Haverhill’s Queen 
Street and the branch of the 
chain in Cambridge’s Hills 
Road. 

He says he was inspired 
by a customer to head to 
Cambridge homeless shelter 
Wintercomfort on Wednes¬ 
day, December 7, to give out 
haircuts. 

“There’s a priest who 
comes into the shop and 
does a lot of volunteering 
work at the shelter and I just 
sort of suggested - ‘why don’t 
I come?’,” said Lee, who lives 
in Haverhill’s Parkside. 

“I’ve watched quite a few 
films and documentaries 
about homeless people and 
it made me realise I want to 
do something for them.” 

He carried out 20 haircuts 
in a four-hour session at the 
shelter in the city’s Victoria 
Avenue. 

He was supported by Mr 
Barbers manager Sam Prior, 
who supplied a pop-up shop 
for the event, and the shop’s 
apprentice Jayden Bayford, 
who swept up hair through-

out the day. 

It was the first time Lee 
had ever done any volunteer 
work. 

He said: “It was good - I 
was quite surprised at how 
grateful the people were. I 
just thought they wouldn’t 
care but they really appreci¬ 
ated it. 

“It’s just trying to give 
something back to people 


who can’t afford a haircut.” 

The day was such a suc¬ 
cess that he is now planning 
to repeat it in the summer, in 
an outdoor area next to the 
river Cam. 

He said he was hoping to 
make even more of an event 
of the day next time round, 
with plans to get a barbecue 
going alongside the barber’s 
chair. 


Primary schools form new trust 


A HAVERHILL primary school 
has formed a new academy 
trust. 

St Felix Roman Catholic 
Primary School in the town's 
School Lane has joined 
with Newmarket's St Louis 
Catholic Academy. 

The trust they have 
created, known as the Our 
Lady of Walsingham Catholic 
Multi-Academy Trust, 
has been operating since 
November 1. 

A spokesperson for the 
school said it "marks the 
commencement of both 


schools working closely 
together to continue to strive 
for excellence in education". 

On Friday, December 9, 
Year Five and Six students 
from both schools gathered 
in Walsingham to celebrate 
the creation of the trust. 

They took part in a special 
mass celebrated by the 
Catholic Bishop of East 
Anglia Alan Hopes. 

The school spokesperson 
said: "During the mass, 
Bishop Alan made reference 
to the patron saints of each 
school and explained how 


the schools now have a saint 
that unites them: Our Lady 
of Walsingham." 

Celebrations took place 
at St Felix for pupils from 
Reception to Year Four on 
the same day. 

They took part in a 
celebratory collective 
worship and ate cakes which 
they had made themselves. 

Becoming an academy 
means that St Felix now 
gets its funding directly 
from the government rather 
than going through a local 
authority.

Police were called to the collision, 
on the A142 at Mepal, around 6am 
on Tuesday morning. 

It involved a blue Nissan Patrol, 


a silver Renault Trafic van, a silver 
Vauxhall Corsa, a white Vauxhall 
Corsa van and an arctic lorry. 

The driver of the Vauxhall Corsa 
van, 60-year-old Keith Howlett, 
of Mill Lane, Wisbech, died at the 
scene. 


The drivers of the Renault Trafic 
and arctic lorry both suffered seri¬ 
ous, but not life threatening inju¬ 
ries, while the driver of the Vauxhall 
Corsa suffered minor injuries. 

The driver of the Nissan Patrol, 
a 46-year-old man from Haverhill 


who suffered minor injuries, was 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving. He has 
been released from custody while 
police investigate further.

‘Life-changing’ 
year for family 


THE family of a disabled 
boy are celebrating their 
first Christmas with a “life- 
changing” new bedroom 
and wetroom. 

The £25,000 needed to 
build the facilities for 9-year- 
old Jack Power was raised 
after sister paper, the Cam¬ 
bridge News, launched a 
fundraising campaign for 
the family. 

Jack has a rare genetic 
condition called tuberous 
sclerosis which has caused 
growths in his brain. It 
means he has drug-resistant 
epilepsy, suffering up to 25 
seizures a day, and is autistic 
and does not speak. 

As Christmas approached 
last year, his parents Nata¬ 
sha and Michael were hav¬ 
ing to carry him upstairs to 
his padded bed every day. 

At the same time, they 
were busy worrying about 
how to afford the facilities 
their son needed so much. 

Natasha said: “We had just 
launched the Go Fund Me 
[online campaign]. We had 
exhausted every financial 
avenue we could go down, 
all of which we got turned 
down for.

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“We were very stressed. 
Christmas wasn’t really 
Christmas last year. There 
was always the fact we have 
to provide what we needed 
to provide, and we couldn’t 
do it.” 

But after the News got on 
board, it took five months 
for the family to smash its 
fundraising target and raise 
£26,000. 

Work started on the bed¬ 
room and wetroom in May, 
and it was completed by Oc¬ 
tober. 

Natasha said that if some¬ 
one had told her the new fa¬ 
cilities would be built by this 
Christmas, she would not 
have believed them. 

“It’s completely different - 
it’s happy,” she said. “There’s 
no stress apart from trying 
to get everything done be¬ 
fore the big day. It’s normal 
stress. 

“We have enjoyed the kids’ 
Christmas plays at school, 
we have spent time with the 
kids decorating the house. 

“We physically feel lighter 


because we’re not lifting him 
half as much.” 

While the Powers are 
spending Christmas Day 
with Michael’s parents, they 
are having Natasha’s rela¬ 
tives over on Boxing Day - a 
first for the family. In previ¬ 
ous years they had to leave 
celebrations early to get Jack 
home to his special bed. 

“We will have all my family 
here and Jack will be catered 
for,” said Natasha. 

The couple also had their 
third child, Faye, in May this 
year, around the same time 
as work started on Jack’s 
room. 

Natasha said she was look¬ 
ing forward to a more peace¬ 
ful 2017. 

She said: “I’d like a quiet 
year that we can enjoy as a 
family without anything big 
or any major projects.” 

She wished News read¬ 
ers a happy Christmas and 
thanked them for all their 
support in 2016, saying: “It 
has been life-changing.”

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A BLUNDER left used nee¬ 
dles lying on a children’s 
school route for more than 
18 hours last week. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said it “apologised 
wholeheartedly” after a 
message to teams to clear 
up the drug paraphernalia 
failed to get through. 

Householder Maxine 
Keating said she was alert¬ 
ed to the problem around 
3.15pm on Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 14. 

A Castle Manor Academy 
student knocked on Max¬ 
ine’s door in Allington Walk, 
Haverhill, to tell her about 
the needles lying on a near¬ 
by footpath. 

“The little girl, bless 
her, she was so scared be¬ 
cause they learn about it in 
school,” said Maxine. “She 
dragged me down the side, 
and I’m thinking perhaps 
there’s a couple - then I saw 
what there was down there.” 

Maxine estimated there 
were between 20 and 30 nee¬ 
dles lying on the footpath, 
where she says children fre¬ 
quently walk to school. 

“It’s absolutely disgusting 
- it [was] pitch black down 
there so if you’ve got people 
walking through they could 
get stabbed by one without 
even knowing,” she said. 

Maxine called the police. 


they couldn’t touch it but if 
I want to pick them up that’s 
fine.” 

Suffolk police said its op¬ 
erators received the call at 
3.30pm, and immediately 
put in a call to St Edmunds- 
bury’s environmental health 
team. 

A spokesperson said the 
police attempted to call 
Maxine back several times 
but her line was engaged so 
they had to leave a voice- 
mail. 

Maxine also called St Ed¬ 
mundsbury, but says she 
was told no cleaners were 
available and the needles 
would have to be cleaned up 
in the morning. 


The council does have 
on-call cleaners to deal with 
dangerous rubbish, but this 
person was not called. 

When cleaners turned 
up in the morning, despite 
their shift starting at 6am, 
the needles were not cleared 
until 10am. This was be¬ 
cause they were not initially 
able to find the needles. 

A council spokesperson 
said: “We do have people on 
call to deal with issues such 
as clearing dangerous litter, 
so we apologise wholeheart¬ 
edly that the process didn’t 
work this time around. The 
needles have now been re¬ 
moved and we will try to en¬ 
sure that such delays don’t 
happen again.”

T his Christmas more than 
one in 10 people in Suffolk 
will go to church - and in the 
last few years the number has 
been increasing.

Town hit 
by fourth 
power cut 
in weeks

A FOURTH power cut in the space of six 
weeks has hit Haverhill householders. 

A total of 188 houses in the Shetland Road 
and Falklands Road areas lost their power on 
Friday. 

The blackout, which was caused by a fault 
in an underground cable, lasted almost an 
hour and a half. 

Lights went out at 4.33pm and were re¬ 
stored by 5.55pm. 

A spokesperson for UK Power Networks 
said: “We understand how difficult it is to be 
without power and we apologise for any in¬ 
convenience caused.” 

The latest blackout follows three serious 
power cuts which hit hundreds of properties 
in the town last month. 

On Tuesday, November 8, 272 houses lost 
power at 11pm. Although energy was re¬ 
stored within two hours, 168 properties were 
hit by another power cut the following morn¬ 
ing. 

Samuel Ward Academy was forced to send 
students home and cancel a school play 
when it lost all power between 9.40am and 
5.22pm on Wednesday, November 9. 

On Thursday, November 25, 1,165 homes 
across the town were plunged into darkness 
at 10.15pm, and power was not back to nor¬ 
mal until 10.30am the following morning. 

UK Power Networks say that the causes of 
all of the power cuts hitting Haverhill are un¬ 
related.

Dahl inspires students' showcase 


A NEW team of life-saving 
volunteers is up and running 
covering the villages around 
Haverhill. 

The Kedington and Hundon 
Community First Responders 
went live on Monday. 

The team of six volunteers, 
a subgroup of the Haverhill 
First Responders, have now 
completed all their training 
and have all their kit bags 
ready to go. 

They will attend medical 
emergencies in Kedington, 
Hundon and other villages 
around Haverhill, providing 
potentially life-saving care in 
the crucial few minutes be¬ 
fore an ambulance arrives. 

The group was launched 
in the summer, when two of 
the six volunteers began their 
training, and now it is ready 
for action. 

It has received funding and 
support from Kedington and 
Hundon Parish Councils and 
St Edmundsbury borough 
councillors Karen Richard¬ 
son, Jason Crooks and Barry 
Robbins.

David Halsey, co-ordinator 
of the Haverhill, Kedington 
and Hundon first responders, 
said the launch of the new 
group would allow the vol¬ 
unteers to provide better care 
and reach more patients. 

He said: “We were out with 
the Round Table in Kedington 
collecting money, and people 
were really positive about the 
new group.” 

The Hundon and Keding¬ 
ton responders have not yet 
been called out to their first 
emergency, but Mr Halsey 
said the timing of the group 
being ready was perfect. 

“We are now going into our 
busiest time of the year,” he 
explained. “Both groups are 
going to get extremely busy. 
The Hundon group will back 
up the Haverhill group if we 
are busy. 

“It’s everything: chest 
pains, breathing difficulties. 
It’s to do with the weather 


change and the cold bugs and 
flu that’s going around. It’s the 
same for the ambulance.” 

This year has been the busi¬ 
est for the Haverhill first re¬ 
sponders since the group was 
set up. By the end of August 
they had already responded 
to almost as many calls as in 
the whole of 2015. 

The group has expanded 
and now has 23 volunteers. 

“We have got a lot of people 
coming forward,’’said Mr Hal¬ 
sey. “It’s positive - it’s all good 
for the area.” 

He said that anyone in¬

ROGUE ONE: 

A STAR WARS STORY (12A)

O PENING with the familiar, 
luminous blue legend - "A 
long time ago in a galaxy far, 
far away...” - but not the 
scene-setting title crawl 
reserved for official episodes of the 
Star Wars saga, Rogue One is a 
rollicking, action-packed romp that 
dovetails neatly into George Lucas's 
sprawling, otherworldly opus. 

The visionary film-maker came close 
to self-exterminating his elegant 
handiwork with the abomination of 
Star Wars: Episode I - The Phantom 
Menace. 

Thankfully Rogue One, under the 
assured captaincy of director Gareth 
Edwards - which unfolds shortly before 
Episode IV: A New Hope - learns from 
mistakes of the past and isn't a mindless 
slave to technological wizardry. 

Certainly, there are dazzling visual 
effects and breathtaking battle sequences, 
including cute nods to previous films in 
the series that will have fan boys and girls 
whooping with unrestrained glee. 

Scriptwriters Chris Weitz and Tony 
Gilroy preach to the converted with 
lovingly recycled lines of dialogue - "I've 
got a bad feeling about this..." - and even 
repurposed old footage. 

However, a disappointingly linear plot 
occasionally clunks and grinds like an 
AT-AT combat walker with a rusty knee 
joint, and characters' heartfelt diatribes 
about the corruptibility of morals in the 
white hot crucible of war only land 
glancing blows. 

The Galactic Empire begins 
construction of a new superweapon under 
the command of research director Orson 
Krennic (Ben Mendelsohn). 

If this behemoth, powered by the same 
Khyber crystals as lightsabers, becomes 
fully operational, the Imperial 
Military will crush all resistance. 

From the Rebel Alliance 
headquarters on Yavin 4, Mon 
Mothma (Genevieve O'Reilly) 
and other council members 
hastily prepare a response. 

They despatch Captain 
Cassian Andor (Diego Luna) 
and a reprogrammed enforcer 
droid, K-2SO (Alan Tudyk), to 
rescue lyn Erso (Felicity lones) 
from an Imperial labour camp 
on Wobani, knowing she can lead them to 
her estranged father, Galen (Mads 
Mikkelsen), one of the architects of the 
Death Star. 

Together, lyn and Cassian must steal the 
design schematics to the superweapon 
from a heavily fortified complex on Scarif, 
aided by blind assassin Chirrut Imwe 
(Donnie Yen), his gun-toting protector 
Baze Malbus (Rang Wen) and Imperial 
pilot defector Bodhi Rook (Riz Ahmed). 
Meanwhile, Orson prepares a test of his 



"planet killer" to impress the Emperor and 
Darth Vader (voiced by lames Earl lones). 

Rogue One: A Star Wars Story is a 
bombastic and frequently bruising film 
that lays bare the harsh realities of conflict 
for the emotionally scarred warriors on 
the ground. 

lones is a plucky heroine, issuing the 
film's central battle cry built on the 
unswerving belief that "rebellions are built 
on hope” and Luna is a solid foil. 


Tudyk provides the droll comic relief a 
the robotic sidekick, who is hard-wired t 
say whatever "comes into his circuits” 
Director Edwards conjures some 
magnificent action sequences that look 
spectacular in 3D, and Michael 
Giacchino's score nods affectionately to 
the stirring themes of lohn Williams from 
many moons ago. 

Unlike Lucas' prequels, this is a step 
back in time that signals a bright future.

M ORE than one in seven (16 per 

cent) young drivers admit to having 
driven after taking drugs, a survey 
has found. 

Two-thirds (66 per cent) of those who 
had done so said they had got behind the 
wheel after smoking cannabis, with cocaine 
(24 per cent), ecstasy (16 per cent) and 
heroin (8 per cent) also being used. 

Some 14 per cent of drivers aged 25 
to 34 said they were likely to drive after 
taking drugs over the festive period. 

More than 2,000 UK drivers were 
questioned for the poll, which was 


commissioned by law firm Slater and 
Gordon. 

Paul Reddy, a road traffic defence lawyer 
at the firm, said: "The festive season is a 
time for good cheer but all too often I see 
lives ruined because people have a few 
drinks or take drugs before getting behind 
the wheel.
